This syrup normally sells for ab- 
out $1.27 per gallon. 

Michigan law requires maple 
syrup be made by evaporation of 
maple sap or concentrate and 
must contain not more than 35 
per cent water. It must weigh at 
least 11 pounds to the gallon. 

The label must identify the 
product as maple syrup. Read 
your label is the advice given by 
the department of agriculture.
